IDENTIFYING CRIMINALS, 

The recent death of Dr. Alphonse 
Bertillon of Paris revives interest in 
former discussions as to the relative 
merits of his system of identifying 
criminals, and the finger print meth- 
od. 

The ordinary identification of crim- 
inals by photographs and _ descrip- 
tions is at best uncertain and cumber- 
some.

The system of measurements which 
Dr. Bertillon invented has been very 
widely used.

duce reliable results. Errors were oc-

Mayo Miller “Very Busy With, 
Annual Budget 


Mayor Miller was too busy this morn- 
ing With city matters to see any visi- 
tors, and several who waited for a time 
in the outer office were obliged to go 
away disappointed. 

As the Mayor came from his office, 
and disappeared up stairs to the office 
of the City Auditor, he said that he had 
nothing in ihe news line; that the an- 
nual budget was demanding all of his 
attention today. 

He further said that most of the de- 
partments were asking for increased 
amounts this year, and while there was 
no question but what they could use 
the amounts asked for, it was 
sible to give them all they asked and 
keep the tax rate down. He said that 
he had promised during the campaign 
to have a lower tax rate this year and 
intended to do it. 

The new office of the City Engineer 
in the basement was plastered Satur- 
day, and in the afternoon the big safe 
of the City Engineer was moved from 
the street floor to the basement and 
placed in position. Today the carpen- 
ters are busy putting on the finish in 
the room and it will probably be ready 
for occupancy some time this week. 
Work will then be commenced cutting 
the new doors through into the office 
up stairs, and putting it in shape for 
the Mayor's office. 

The Mayor's budget will be printed in 
full in Tuesday’s Ledger and each item 
will be compared with the amount ap- 
propriated last year. 

Mayor Miller attended the monthly 
meeting of the Massachusetts Mayors’ 
club in Boston on Saturday afternoon.

This Depends on the Housewife’s 
Knowledge of Products and 
Qualities Almost as Much as on 
the Integrity of the Dealer. 


HERE is such a thing as carry- 
ing the pure food idea too far. 
There is, of course, such a 
thing as being too fastidious 

into a faddist. With 

the government supervision which is 
now in force we have a reasonable 
hope of receiving good food if we know 
how to choose it, 

It is best for the housewife to choose 

a common sense diet without vexing 


| herself over the too intricate problems. 


It is due to her family, however, that 


}she should make very sure that she

Any drooping 
of the tail indicates that the fish is not 
fresh, and the greater the drooping the 
mnmere necd hus the housewife to look 
askance, Dull eyes, over which the 
skin*is net transparent. and dirty look- 
ing gills exuding a brown fluid are 
all danger signals, 

A good test for an egg is to candle 
it. This is an exceedingly simple proc- 
ess, yet one which dealers themselves 
find quite reliable in testing freshness. 
Look hard at an egg in the ordinary 
Way, twist and turn it as you will. 
you can never tell whether it is fresh 
or not. Take the egg into a dark room 
wherein you have lit a candle. Now 
hold the egg between the light and the 
eye, with the wide end uppermost.

The technical principles of print- 
ing laid down by Theodore L. De 
Vinne, called the dean of the craft,! 
who has just died, would not interest 
the public. Many printers know) 
nothing of the different schools of 
type casting. But there are prin-! 
ciples for which Mr. DeVinne worked | 
that are of vital importance to every 
reader. 


He always contended for simple 
printing, conveying ideas with the 
greatest ease and lucidity. When au-! 


thors demanded some eccentric type,| 
Mr. DeVinne ridiculed the affectation | 
as placing manner above matter. | 

The average book that comes down 
from your grandfather was pretty | 
well printed, the type was substantial 
the imprint fairly. black and stands 
out with clear luster today. Later in 
an affected attempt at delicacy and 
refinement, there came in finer cut |

There are many fads in modern 
printing. One of these is to cut out 
paragraph indentations, on the 
on the ground that a page looks bet- 
ter aS a whole without the irregular- 
ity of the short line introducing a 
paragraph.

Difference in Principle Between the 
Fahrenheit and Centigrade. 
The difference in the numbering of 
the Fahrenheit and the centigrade 
thermometers is 2 difference in princi- 
ple, that between circular measure and 
the neat simplicity of the decimal sys- 
tem.

The light is produced by the 
current leaping across a small air gap 
between the two electrodes, or carbon 
pencils, and heating the tips of the 
carbons white hot. Floating particles 
of white hot carbon also add to the 
’ brilliancy. A mechanism is necessary 
to “feed” in the carbons as fast as they 
burn away, or otherwise the gap would 
increase until the curtent cou!d not 
jump across and the light would go 
out. 

The incandescent lamp, common in 
most homes and office buildings, is ob- 
tained from a piece of white hot wire, 
heated by the passage of an electric 
current. The wire must be inclosed in 
a2 glass bulb from which, the air has 
been exhausted, otherwise it would 
quickly be burned up and consumed. 

|The wire filament is now made of 
tuncsten, which resists the flow of elec- 
tricity with so much vigor that the 
current, in working to get by the ob- 
struction, heats the wire to inean- 
descence, hence the name.—New York 
World.

Was an adjourned session of the an- 
nual meeting held in January, and its! 
object was to complete financial ar- 
rangements and take definite steps for 
the erection of the parish house. 

Since the annual meeting the finance 
committee had collected $12,500 in sub- 
scriptions.,and had secured pledges 
from two individuals to give $5,000. 
each if the remainder of the $25,000 
was raised. | 

This brought to the meeting a deficit 
of $2,500 and those present set about 
raising it with a will which brought 
the result above mentioned. Rufus B.’ 
Tobey, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, took his position at the dlack-. 
board and, as fast as the pledges came 
in, marked them down. It took a little 
over a half an hour to raise the neces-! 
sary $2,500. | 

Pledges were started at $100, and, 
when a number of these had been re-| 
ceived the amount was dropped to $50 
and lower. 

Toward the end of the campaign, 
there came a lull. Then someone 
pledged ten dollars for his son. This! 
started the ball rolling again, and, 
pledges came in speedily from all 
parts of the house. When the children! 
ran out, grandchildren were mentioned 
and the subscriptions were brought to! 
a close when one elderly gentleman. 
present pledged five dollars for his 
great grand child. 

When the accounting was made, the’ 
finance committee found that they still 
lacked $250 of the desired amount, and 
amid loud applause agreed to guaran-. 
tee the remaining deficit themselves. 

The meeting was called to order by 
the moderator, Charles P. Hutchins 
and was opened with a prayer by Dr. 
Isaiah W. Sneath. The minutes of the 
annual meeting, pertinent to the mat-. 
ter of a parish house, were read by 
the clerk, Charles F. West, and Rufus 
B. Tobey chairman of the finance com- 
mittee gave his report. 

The new parish house will be built 
of stone, and will be thoroughly 
modern throughout. It will form part 
of a plan that includes the building 
of a stone church sometime in the near 
future. The parish house will be lo- 
cated in the rear of the present church 
edifice, and will be temporarily con- 
nected to it with a covered passage 
way. This will open a means of com- 
munication between the two buildings, 
and will allow the placing of coat 
rooms, toilets and boilers, for the héat- 
ing of the parish house, in the base- 
ment of the present church edifice. 

The tentative plans for the parish 
house as presented to the members ot 
the church, call for a three story stone 
edifice to cost $25,000. | 

On the ground floor will be a large 
social room with a seating capacity of 
255 ata meeting or 170 at supper, 
Connected with it will be a kitchen of 
modern equipment with unexcelled 
facilities for efficient preparation and 

serving of food. 

On the second floor will be a large 
Sunday School room, class rooms and 
a ladies’ parlor. On the third story 
will be a balcony to the Sunday School 
room, with quarters for the primary 
department having a capacity of 97. 

If the present plans are carried out, 
the parish house will form but a part 
of the $60,000 plant herewith pictured. 
These plans would in time do away 
with the present church building of 
wood, replacing it with the stone 
church and parish house. | 

The buildings will be placed well 
back from the street, giving oppor- 
tunity for a broad lawn to properly set 
them off. The site is located at the 
corner of Winthrop and Lincoln aven- 
ues. The parish house portion is all 
that will be attempted for at least 
three years, and the building commit- ; 
tee has full power to alter or replace "= 
any and all present plans. 

The chairman of the building com- 
mittee declined to state when work | 
would be started on the ‘parish ‘house | 
but it is understood that building} : 
operations will begin in a month or six} 

' weeks.

“Teething causes almost no trouble 
to a healthy child. 

“Bronchitis is h serious disease in a 
baby, for it often results in pneumo- 
nia, but it is readily subject to treat- 
ment, and that should begin at once. 
To keep the baby’s lungs strong it 
should always sleep in a recom with 
the windows open, and, except in the 
very severest weather, it does the baby 
zood to sleep outdoors. 

“In stomach troubles the first thing 
to do is to stop feeding the baby. 
Cutting off the food and. giving a dose 
of castor ofl is frequently all that is 
necessary to put the child in good con- 
dition again.”

FLORIDA AND HER VETERANS. 


State’s Confederate Pension Allowance 
the Largest—Next Reunion. 

Interesting in connection with .the 
twenty-fourth annual reunion at Jack- 
sonville. Fla., May 6, 7 and 8, is the 
fact that Florida pays out more mon- 
ey per capita for the support of de- 
pendent ex-Confederate soldiers than 
any other southern state. Florida’s 
wlowance for this purpose has been 
$600,000 a year, but the legislature has 
ngssed a still more’ liberal pension law, 
which will authorize additiogal pay- 
ments of approximately $150,000 a 
year, making the total $750,000 per 
annum paid to Confederate pensioners 
by the stzte. 

Florida is not only caring for the liv- 
ing, but the memory of the dead is 
niso kept green. Throughout the state 
Confederate monuments have been 
erected by both public and private 
means. All toid, there are twenty, or 
possibly more, and others are yet to be 
erected. A home for ex-Confederate 
soldiers is maintained at Jacksonville. 
Lust year the state appropriated $5.- 
000 to the Confederate soldiers’ home 
nt Jacksonville. TwoConfederate mon- 
uments have been erected at Jackson- 
ville, and a monument will‘be dedicat- 
ed to the women‘ of the Confederacy 
during the coming reunion, ‘This mon- 
ument is 2 companion to the handsome 
state memorial unveiled last May on 
the battlefield of Chickamauga.

Has Saved Young Women of Coun- 


try Towns From the Snares of a Big ‘of 5 


City—Now It Is Proposed to Broaden 


Scope of Its Activities. | 


How the activities of the Travelers’ 
Aid society have spread through the! 
country for the protection of young | 
Women going to the large cities was | 
demonstrated recently when Miss | 
Florence Lawlor, sixteen years old, : 
who had run away from her Brookl¥n | 
home, 


cago. 

Such work has been going on at rail- 
road stations and piers of New York 
city for several years in an unobtru- 
sive way. Every railroad station Is 
covered by two young Women workers 
ef the society at a time, and in the | 
course of a year they help hundreds of | 
girls to avoid the pitfalls of a me-| 
| tropolis. i 

How the Society Originated. 

The Travelers’ Aid society is of Eng- | 
lish origin, and-it was founded in 1883 | 
in London, Its badge is a branching | 
palm tree in the desert, the design on! 
the protecting shield. Attention was | 

‘ulled by the Young Women's Chris- | 
tian association in Boston to the need! 
of some means of keeping in touch} 
with flundreds of young persons from 
the smaller towns who seemed to be 
literally swallowed up in the cities. 

Many inquiries were received at the | 
oston headquarters of the associn-| 
tion, and the result was the starting 
of the American society. Halifax, | 
Nova Scotia, established a society at | 
the same time, and branches were start- 
ed in Philadelphia and Chicago. The 
work there was carried on as a divi- 
sion of the Young Women’s Christian 
association for many years, and in 1905 
the Travelers’ Aid society was organ- 
ized. There is now a project on : 


| 


to sepzrate the society completely from 
the Young Women’s Christian associa- 
tion and establish it as a national 
Lody. 

Ah especial effort is being made for 
the starting of a strong society in San 
Francisco for the purpose of protect- | 
ing young women who may go to the 
Golden Gate during the Panama expo- 
sition. 

Covers Eight Hundred Cities. 

The society is now represented in} 
200 cities, and there are organizations | 
which co-operate with it in 890 cities. 
The society investigates on request the | 
inducements offered any girl or woman 
to come to the city. This service is 
free, and the agents are not permitted | ————— 
in any circumstances to receive fees. 

There are numerous instances given | 
in the annual report of the society 
which reveal its varied and useful ac- | 
tivities. Tne last ‘statistical report of 
the society shows that in 1918 it afded 
24,506 persons. The number of per- 
sons met at the various railroad sta- 
tions in New York or connecting with 
the city was 6,146. The number of per- 
sons definitely helped since the begin- | * 
ning of the work to Jan. 1 of this 
year is §2,382. 


CORN OIL FOR COOKING. 


Kansas Professor Sees a Wide Use For 
Byproduct of Cereal Factories. 

The discovery that oi! made from 
corn can be used economically as a 
substitute for other oils in cooking} 
has been made by Professor L. E. 
Sayre of the school of pharmacy at 
the University of Kansas. 

“The cheapness of corn oil suggests 
the possibility of economy in substitut- 
ing it in place of the more expensive 
oils.” says Professor Sayre. “Our ex- | 


periments show the value of this sub- 
stitution in medicinal preparations. 
We are continuing our work to detex- 

mine its importance in cooking and to 
prove that corn oil may be used inter- 
changeably with cottonseed and olive 
olls.”” 

Corn oil is a bypreduct from cereal 
manufacturing.. It is comparativ rely | 
cheap, selling at 50 cents a gallon for 
the refined grade. Olive oil sells at $8 
a gallon and cottonseed oil at 75 cents. 
Corn oil has 2 pale yellow color and a 
pleasant taste similar to freshly ground 
cornmeal. Its properties, according to 
Professor Sayre, are very similar to 
those of olive and cottonseed oils.

Comparative cost of shipbuilding in 
America and abroad was discussed 
recently before the committee on Mer- 
chant Marine and Fisheries of the 
National House. Chairman Alexan- 
der referred to a recent proposal of 
the Hamburg-American Steamship 
Company to build 10 ships here for 
the coastwise trade, the resultant bids 
showing that American builders want- 
ed about 70 per cent more for the 
construction than they could be 
bought for abroad. Cost of material 
Was the same, he said, because it 
could be brought in free of duty, and 
the labor cost Was but from 15 to 25 
per cent higher here than abroad. 
Mr. Dollar explained the difference in 
price as due to lack of standardiza- 
tion. 

“A certain locomotive works in the 
United States pays about 
higher wages than are paid in Europe, 
but they successfully compete in 
China, Japan and India, because they 
thave their engines standardized and 
are making them by the dozens. Now 
you go to an English shipbuilder and 
tell him you want an §000-ton ship. 
He may tell you that is not in his 
class—that he builds 500 or 6000-ton 
ships—and refer you to his neighbor, 
who specilalizes in 8000-ton ships. He 
builds them by the dozens and can 
make the price cheaper.” He ex- 
plained that he had reeently ordered 
a duplicate of a ship Mr. Swayne was 
having built, and as a result both got 
their ships cheaper. Mr. Swayne said 
that with the opening of the Panama 
canal the 8000-ton cargo vessel would 
soon become a standard, and the busi- 
ness of building them would become 
an industry in itself. 

“The 8000-ton vessell would cost us 
in England today normally,” he said, 
“about $275,000, while in the United 
States about $425,000—a difference of 
$150,000. What we have to overcome 
are the interest, depreciation and the 
insurance—about 6 per cent each. 
That 18 per cent per annum = or 
$150,000 is $27,000, which is a serious 
matter. But the trade between the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts is destined 
to be a very heavy trade, and ves- 
sels of this size unquestionably will 
be used largely in it. When this type 
of vessel becomes standardized it will 
soon bring the price down, because it 
will not be long before somebody will 
come along with a proposition for sev- 


- eral ships of one kind. The minute. this 


ship becomes -standardized and the 
price comes down to the European 
level, American ships will get into the 
foreign trade. Then there will be an 
American cargo ship-owning class— 
which there is not now—and they 
will see to it that American regula- 
tions are adjusted to give them fair 
treatment. | Now there are no Amer- 
ican cargo ship owners to make their 
voice heard.” ’

It would seem that this was but a

taking out 2 cargo of cotton goods to 
| make clothes for the negroes, and were 
| to bring baek dried fruits and what- 
i ever could be bought cheap and sold 
We when we got back to England. 


We first struck the Bahamas, then 
Haiti and lastly Jamaica. Those were 
the days of the buccaneers, and King- 
ston, Jamaica, was a rendezvous for 
ther. 

One day when we were at anchor off 
Kingston a piratical looking chap came 
aboard and had a long talk with our 
captain. The next day he came back 
with a box in the bottom of his boat. 
It wasn't more than three feet square, 
but it was hoisted on deck by block 
and tackle. and it took four men to 
carry it below. Considering the looks 
of the man who brought it and its 
weight. I suspected that it was full of 
gold that had been looted from some 
Sptuish ship, to be transferred to Eng- 
land. 

The next day we sailed back through 
he Windward passage, striking the 
Atlantic to the southward of ‘Turks 
islands and after that pointing due 
north.

She ran up more 
canvas, and it was soon evident that 
her sailing qualities were far better 
than ours. | 

I'm not going to describe a chase that 
soon brought the ship up with us or}: 
the fight that was sure to be a losing 
one for us, becatse these chases and | 
fights are all the same. And I’m .not | 
going to tell how the captain and most 
of the crew walked the plank, I watch- 
ing them struggling in the water. 
When it caine my turn an idea popped 
into my head. The pirate captain, a 
man with a long black curly beard, 
was superintending the job, and as I 
was ordered on to the plank I said: 

“Captain, there’s a treasure aboard 
the ship, but I don’t believe you can 
find it.” 

A covetous look came into his face, 
and he ordered me to step aside. 

“I'll help you to hunt fpr it if you'll | 
let the rest of us off,” I continued. 
“He ugreed to the proposition at once. | 
If there was a treasure aboard he} 
didn’t care to drown any man who 
might be able to give him any infor. | 
mation about it. He could continue | 
the plank walking after finding it. So 
he ordered me and four men who had 
not yet been put into the sea to be} 
left where we were and the plank |

There was hard drinking in those 
days, and many a Villain who would 
have been invincible while sober got 
his deserts from his thirst for liquor. 
It was soon plain to me that the cap- 
tain was bound to drink hard, but he 
was smart enough not to get drunk, 
leaving me sober. He would not begin 
a fresh bottle himself without forcing 
Ine to finish the one before me. 

Suddeff I remembered the experi- 
ence with olive oil that my father had 
given me. There was none on the 
table, but a-plenty m the ship, that had 
been taken aboard when we took on 
the wine. I told the captain that with 
his permission I would make him a 
salad such as he had never before 
tasted, but to do so I must go for some 
oil. He consented, and, taking a small 
pitcher, I filled it and drank half of it. 
Then, replacing what I had taken, I 
earried it, with a head of lettuce taken 
on with supplies at Kingston, and 
went back to my host. I then pre- 
pared a salad of the lettuce and fruits, 
which the captain pronounced excel- 
lent. 

After this I kept up with the captain 
in tinishing my bottle, then began to 
get ahead of him. It piqued him to be 
beaten by a beardless boy, and he 
poured down bottle after bottle, I do- 
ing the same, but feeling compara- 
tively little effect from the fumes of 
the wine. 

Suddenly I beard a loud laugh for- 
‘ard. It was followed by a shout, then 
au yelp. My heart bounded with de- 
light. The crew had doubtless seen 
me drawing the wine from the eask 
and had appropriated more of it to 
their own use. The captain heard the 
noise, and it tended to sober him since 
he knew what it meant. He started to 
rise from the table, but was unable to 
I passed bim his bottle and 
filled his glass.

Boston, March 9.—The financial 
relations of the New Haven railroad 
and of J. P. Morgan & Co. since 1894 
are described in full in a statemeft 
given out last night by the banking 
house in response to a request from 
Chairman Elliott of the railroad com- 
pany’s board of directors. 

This statement shows that although 
the house of Morgan represented the 
New Haven in financial transactions 
involving more than $333,000,000, its 
total »profit was only $350,000. On 
certain transactions the banking house 
suffered large losses, according to 
report. 

“On outright purchases the banking 
house Jost $183,360.14, according to 
the statement. Commissions on other 
transactions before the Morgan com- 
pany became fiscal agents of the New 
Haven made a profit of $148 ,645.25—in 
about seVenteen years—while similar 
commissions while the company acted 
as the New Haven’s fiscal agents ag- 
frecated, in less than three years, 
$354,980.01. 

One of the most interesting 
tures of the report is the Morgan } 
company’s version of the Milibrook 
company affair. It shows that the 
New Haven borrowed $11,155,006 -fer 
that company, threugh which the 
railroad administered the affairs of 
the New York, Westchester and Bos- 
ton company.

English Ambassador Requests Protec- 
tion For Subject Who Fears to Com- 
plain to Villa—American Consul 


Fails to Change Carranza’s Defiant 
Attitude Toward President Wilson 


Washington, March 9,—Demands 
have been made upon the state de- 
} partment by Sir Cecil Spring-Rice 
tor the government to use its good of- 
tices to protect W. D. Snyman, a 
ritish subject and ranch owner in 
Chihuahua. He has had his property 
| confiscated by the constitutionalists. 

In his appeal to the British am- 
bassador here for aid, Snyman says 
‘he fears to make a personal request 
|for protection to General Villa hbe- 
cause of the fate of William S. Ben- 
ton, who went to Villa with a simi- 
lar complaint. The complaint will be 
presented to the constitutionalist au- 
| thorities in Chihuahua. The Ameri- 
can consul there will be directed to 
lend his voice in support of the repre- 
| sentations of the British vice consul 
| there. 
George C, 


Carothers, the American 
|econsular agent, sent to try to per- 
suade General Carranza to retreat 
trom his defiant attitude toward the 
| United States, has returned to Juarez 
| from Nogales, with his mission a fail- 


not known. The failure of Carothers 
ito change Carranza’s attitude is be- 
lieved to have gone far toward break- 
ing further the relations between the 
} administration and the constitution- 
| alists. 

The cammission appointed by Car- 
ranza to investigate the killing of 
Benton and the strange disappearance 
of Gustav Bauch is said to be ready to 
face any facts which their inquiry 
may uncover. It is believed that the 
constitutionalists realize ther import- 
ance of a report on these incidents 
which will be sufficiently frank to sat- 
isty public cpinion in the United 
States and Great Britain. 

It is believed Carranza will follow 
up the report with drastic action if 
any one is found guilty of having 
murdered either Benton or Bauch, In 
any event he is expected to offer lib- 
; eral reparation. f 

It became known here that General 
Fraustro, president of Carranza’s 
commission, has made an effort to 
obtain the services of at least one 
| American physician in investigating 
| the Benton case. 

For the first time since the reyolu- 
{tion began the Arherican embassy at 
| Mexico City is not defenseless. A con- 
| sienment of arms shipped there se- 
} secretly included machine guns, 250 
| Krag-Jorgensen rifles and 300, ool 
rounds of ammunition. It was land- | 
led at Vera Cruz from the steamship 
Monterey, and was accompanied to 
the capital by Mexican troops. 


VERGARA’S BODY SECURED 


Texas Rangers Bfing Remains of 
Ranchman Across the Border 
Laredo, Tex., March 9.—Texas 
Rangers, who secretly crossed into 
Mexico Saturday night, yesterday 
brought to the American side the 
mutilated body of Clefhente Vergara, 
‘Texas ranchman, and established the 
fact of his execution after he was 

seized by Mexican federals. 

Vergara was shot twice through the 
head and once through the neck, his 
skull was crushed ag though from a 
blow from a_ rifle butt, and the 
charred fingers of the left hand indi» 
cated that he had been tortured be- 
tore being put to death. 

The body was not badly decom- 
posed, despite its three weeks’ bur- 
jia!. The body was brought into the 
United States at a point forty-five 
miles northwest of Laredo, opposite 
Hidalgo, and near the Vergera ranch. 

American Consul Garrett of Nuevo 
Laredo, deputy sheriffs and other au- 
thorities were waiting to receive it 
and pending the arrival of the under- 
taker trom Laredo, an armed force 
stood guard over the body. 

Recovery of the body was made by 
a force of Texans, largely friends of 
Vergara, acting with a troop of Texas 
Rangers, under Captain Saunders, 
who has been investigating for Gov- 
ernor Colquitt the circumstances of 
Vergara’s seizure bY federals. 

A secret investigation, in whieh 
many Mexicans haye been questioned, 
is understood to have preceded the 
trip into Mexico. Leading the forces 
was a man who claimed to have been 
a witness to both the execution and 
the burial of, Vergara.

|have been a nation which has produced 

foodstuffs which other nations have

main work to do for which we set out, 
and, Karluk or no Karluk, we shall 
try to carry it out next year or some 
other year. 

“Il think I shall make for Prince 
Patrick island on the Mary Sachs next 
spring, leaving the Karluk to follow 
if she gets free. I may even go by 


over. It will be the longest sled trip 
ever made if I 40 go, but it looks easy 
to me.” 

The National Geographic society had 
planned to finance the Stefansson ex- 
pedition, but at the request of Premier 
Borden of Canada relinquished its 
claim upon the explorer. The premier 
stated that his government was of the 
opinion that since Canada was the 
country to be explored it was more 
fitting for the expedition to go up un- 


ed by the Canadian government. 


INTERIOR OF EARTH RIGID. 


Experiments at Yerkes Observatory 
So Indicate. 

Advices received from the Yerkes ob- 
servatory at Williams Bay, Wis., say 
that it is very probable that the ex- 
periments there will result in declara- 
tions that the earth's interior is rigid. 

The experiments have been conduct- 
ed for six months under the direction 
of H. G. Gale, associate professor of 
physics. The university has appropri- 
ated $10,000 for the digging of an east 
ind west ditch 500 feet long and six 
feet deep in which was placed a six 
inch pipe containing instruments to 
measure the tides. The measurements 
are an important part of the experi- 
ment to determine the earth's rigidity. 

A second ditch running in north and 
south direction has been built. The 
ditches have been carefully packed so 
that the water would not freeze. 

The university will not be ready for 
several morths to publish the results 
of the experiments, but it is said that 
even if outside forces have acted on 
the device sufficiently to place some of

MONUMENTS TO THE POTATO. 


There Are Several Handsome Ones in 
England and Germany. 
Although America is the original 
home of the potato, it is only in Ba- 
rope that monuments have been erect- 
ed to honor the familiar vegetable. 
There are several such monuments in 
Germany and England costing large 
sums of money and presenting the 
work of famous sculptors. The most 
elaborate is that at Offenburg, which 
honors Sir Francis Drake as the first 
man to intreduce potatoes into Europe. 
The menument consists of an excel- 
lent statue of Drake, rising from an 
elaborate decorated with gar- 
lands of the potato plant, with full 
tubers. Several tablets are 
about the base stating that 
Drake first brought the potato to Eu- 
rope, with various laudatory inscrip-

The fact is that the potato was first 
taken from America by the Spanish 
long before the exploration of either 
Drake or Raleigh.—Pittsburgh Dis- 
patch.

! fashion. Getting in to see the presi- 
nowadays is an operation that

| of the planets. And as for seeing the 
president without having any legiti- 
mate business with bim—why, that is 
au privilege reserved exclusively to 
| cabinet officers and senators, and they 
laure having more and more difficulty 
all the time in exercising it. 

Mr. Wilson has ali his 
fein, says the New York Post. Peo- 
ple say he is inaccessidle, and so te is

/ to persons who have no claim on his 
time. He guards his working hours 
und doles out minutes to those who 
can prove they have a claim to them. 
Senators nnd representatives do not 
have to tell their business to Mr. Wil- 
son's secretary when they ask for an 
nppointment, but everybody else does. 
Then the request for an appointment 
is laid before the: president, and he 
| upproves it or not, as he sees fit. The 
president virtually never sees anybody 
except by appointment, and his ap- 
pointment lists show all the persons 
he does see. Therefore it is easy to 
determine the measure of Mr. Wilson's 
necessibility. 7 
Keeps Saturday For Holiday. 

Presilent Wilson does not make 2ny 
engagements on Saturdays. He re- 
serves that day for his holiday. On 
other duys he arrives at the executive 
offices at about half past 9. He spends 
‘ half an hour with his secretary look- 
ing 2t the morning’s mail. At 10 
o'clock precisely he begins to receive 
visitors by appointment.’ On his desk 
is a typewritten card showing his list 
of appointments for the day; carbon 
copies are on the desks of his secre- 
taries, and another is posted in the 
| outer waiting room. Any who chooses 
| mny come in and see with whoih the 
| president is talking. ‘These appoint- 
|.ments are seldom longer than fifteen 
minutes each; rarely ghey run to half 
an hour. 

Theealler is supposed to present him- 
self promptly on time and to terminate 
his visit on the moment so that the 
next man on the list may not be kept 

' 


waiting. The president usually indi- 
eates by some gesture or slight move- 
ment when the appointment has come 
to an end. Thefe is a little clock be- 
fore him on his desk. The last appoint- 
ment invariably comes to an end at 
1 o'clock, when the president goes to 
lunch. He is back in his office at 2 
o'clock or, at the latest. half past 2. 
Usually he has one appointment after 
lunch and then goes cut to play golf. 
Probably twice or three times a month 
the president makes an appointment 
in the evening. These evening ap- 
pointmetits, however, are made on his 
own initiative and not by solicitation. 
President Wilson gives only two days 
each week to general appointments. 
He follows a strict routine. To begin 
with, Tuesdays and Fridays are given 
over to cabinet meetings and appoint- 
ments with members of the cabinet. 
Wednesday is reserved for conferences 
with members and committees of con- 
eress having in hand pending legisla- 
tion in which the president is directly 
interested, und as the president does 
not visit his office on Saturdays 
that leaves only Mondays and Thurs- 
days for the run of Visitors. The pres- 
ideut would not be enabled to see so 
many visitors as he does if he did not | 
strictly economize his time and keep 
each of his callers within the limits 
allotted to him. 
Here is a tip that may prove useful:

an appointment, get your little speech 
well prepared. compress it into the 
sompactest and most succinct form, 
gmake it clear and simple and straight- 
forward.

POETS IN MODERN LIFE. | 

Poets are always considered fair | 
game for newspaper humorists. There| 
is no closed season on them, for the | 
spring poet bobs up indefinitely, re-| 
gardless of temperatures and seasons. 
And perwons who live so muchin a! 
world of imagination apart usually | 
have some eccentricities at which the 
jokesmiths aim pleasant jests. 

A real poet has still a large place 
in modern life. The fact is empha- 
sized by the invitation just extended to 
Alfred Noyes, the brilliant and rhytn-! 
mical English poet, to lecture four} 
months each year at Princeton um-| 
versity. | 

There is always a demand for good | 
poetry, though thea pecuniary returns 
are usually small. The space given 
by the newspapers to printing verses 
is still large. Much of it is doggere) 
alleged to be humorous. But a goo@ 
deal of it is at least an effort to ex- 
press joy and sorrow in an elevated 
and imaginative way. 

The troubles of the poetry editor 
of magazines and newspapers come 
from the fact that nine-tenths of the 
people who try to write verse have no 
conception of what the essential ele- 
ments of poetry are. The popular 
idea is that it is a string of verses 
tacked together which end in words 
of rhyme. Rhyme, however, is only 
one of the smaller elements in real 
poetry, and may not be found at all. 

The essence of real poetry is a gift 
for expressing human sentiments in 
an imaginative way, having some pe- 
culiar beauty of expression. A very 
rhythmical wording, along which the 
mind dances in a metrical way, is 
much more important than rhyme. 
It is this singing and dancing gift of 
verse that has been one of the prin- 
cipal factors in giving Mr. Noyes his 
large success here and in England. 

Lacking some suggestion of these 
gifts, the poetry scribblers may well 
be cautious how they spend too many 
postage stamps in efforts to market 
their “stuff.” Their effusions may 
be pleasing to the participants in 
golden weddings and old folks’ reun- 
ions, but the newspapers usually want 
advertising rates for printing it.

THE LAW’S DELAYS. | 


Representatives of the American 
Bar Association, including ex-Pres}- 
dent Taft, Judge Alton B. Parker, 


Senator Root, and others, have been 
asking Congress for simplification of! 
court procedure. Conscientious law-| 
yers everywhere will assent. | 

The lawyers have their big share 
of responsibility for existing cond:- 
tions. But often the trouble lies also 
in laws made by the legislatures. 
C. A. Smart, a district court judge 
of Kansas, told in the Outlook some- 
time ago the story of a murder case 
in that state. Defendant was sen- 
tenced six months after arrest. But 
the law gave him two years for appeal 
and final action was not taken until 
4@ year after that, so the case was kept 
hanging three years. 

Judge Smart made the point that 
criminal lawyers, so many of whom 
are elected to state legislatures, are 
often unfriendly to greater legal ex- 


pedition. They quietly secure the pas- 
sage of statutes that tend toward 
delay. 


It would seem that the courts are 
too liberal to lawyers in giving time 
to prepare cases. The bulk of legal 
work drifts into the offices of popular 
lawyers. They take on more work 
than they can do. 

When cases are called, they fina 
themselves ill-prepared, They se- 
cure continuances for more time for 
preparation. This often results in 
great injustice to poor clients or oth- 
ers who are suffering by delay. Law- 
yers ought not to be allowed to keep 
cases hung up so long, while © they 
complete work. they should have 
turned over to other offices. 

In the year 1911, there were 148 
murders in New York city, and but 
18 convictions were ever secured. In 
London, during the same year, a blg- 
ser city, there were 20 murders and 
15 convictions. The probability of 
escape revealed by these eloquen? 
figures leads the trade of gunman to 
flourish, as recent tragedies have 
ccemonstrated.

He then returned to 
Boston where he remained five years 
at the end of which time he purchased 
a residence in Atlantic and moved 
back to Quincy where he has since re-| 
sided. He still owns the first estate 
he purchased at Squantum. 

Since living in Quiney he has con- 
tinued to carry on teaming business. 
He has always taken an active inter- 
est in affairs of the city, and his own 
ward, although he has never been a 
seeker after political office; and in this 
case the office sought the man.

State trade commission bill, bearing 
the approval of President Wilson and 
Attorney General McReynolds, was

nually each. Only two of the com- 
missioners could be from the same 
political party.

Glands Taken From Deed Girl. 

In the operation on the seventeen- 
year-old girl Dr. Lydston implanted a 
gland which was a twin to one he im- 
planted in a woman fifty-nine years 
old nearly a week before. This gland 
had been kept in “cold storage” since 
that time. Both the glands he used 
and the one implanted in the woman 
six days before were removed seven 
days earlier from the body of an eight- 
een-year-old girl who had been killed 
by a fracture of the skull. 

Dr. Lydston believes that the glands 
which he has implanted have the func- 
tion of supplying certain secretions to 
the brain and nerve cells.

Main Battle Nicely Timed by Com- 
mander of Huerta’s Troops—Forty 
Thousand Men Believed to Be En- 
gaged—Both Sides Rush Re-en- 
forcements to the Front 


Juarez, Mex., March 18.—A bat- 
tle, on which hangs the fate of north- 
ern Mexico, is raging about Escalon, 
according to dispatches received 
here. 

The constitutionalists are reported 
to have suffered an early repulse at one 
point, and General Villa, with re-en- 
forcements, is hastening to the scene 
from Chihuahua. 

A column of federals is said to have 
met Villa's army at Escalon, an im- 
portant railroad town 106 miles north 
of Torreon. A desperate conflict en- 
sued, during which both sides were 
re-enforced. Between 30,000 and 
40,000 men are believed to be en- 
gaged. 

The railroad from Torreon runs 
north threugh Escalon to Jiminez, 
Chihuahua and beyond. On each side 
of the road are mountains. These for 
ten miles are marked vfth rifle pits 
dug in previous revolutions. : 

It is reported that the federals 
moved out of Torreon in two detach- 
Ments, pursuant to orders from Pro- 
visional President Huerta. One de- 
tachment is said to have moved over 
the plains west of the railroad with 
the mountains between it and the road, 
and the main body direct by rail to 
Escalon. 

The eastern detachment evidently 
was trying to get to the rear of Villa, 
fs it was moving in the direction of 
Jiminez, which is fifty-five miles 
north of Escalon. 

General Urbana of the constitution- 
alists, however, had been posted at 
Rostrio to guard against just such 
strategy, and last Saturday is said 
to have encountered the advance 
guard of the federals at or near -that 
city, which is about 110 miles west 
of Juarez. 

He is said to have been outnum- 
bered and to have telegraphed for 
more men and artillery. 

The main battle at Escalon, appar- 
ently nicely timed by General Velasco, 
the federal commander, to occur af- 
ter reinforcements had been detached 
to assist Urbana, is believed to have 
begun Tuesday night or early yester- 
day. No details are available. 

The bare facts of an engageme 
were contained in a telegram of only 
fifteen words. 

The Zaragoza brigade of 1300 vet- 
erans under General Benavides en- 
countered the federals at Escalon. 
This is believed to account for the 
sudden departure from Chihuahua of 
Villa. 

Villa brought up reinforcements 
yesterday and the battle was renewed 
with increased vigor. 

The rebel troops have been moving 
soutn from Juarez and Chihuahua and 
closing in from other directions for a 
month. Rebel leaders have laid claim 
to as high as 25,000 men, but 12,- 
000 is regarded as a closer estimate. 

Refugees from Torreon in the last 
two weeks have placed the federal 
force under Velasco at 7090 to 9000, 
and up to recently added that he was 
rapidly being re-enforced. 


DORR’S PLEA DENIED

Members Randall and Spalding fa- 
vored commutation, but Members 
O’Brien, Hebberd and Young voted 
against commutation.

PERFECT ORDER 


Ho Hysteria When Fire Destroys | 
College Building 


LOSE MOST AL BELONGS 


| Friends Furnish Them With Substi- 
tute Apparel After They Flee In 
Night Clothing as Largest Structure 
at Wellesley Is Reduced to Ruins— 
Loss Is About $1,500,000 


Boston, March 18.—College hall, 
Wellesley’s oldest and largest struc- 
ture, is in ruins following a fire that | 
wrecked the building with a $1,500,- 
v00 loss. Mere <an 400 girls, mar- 
shalled by Miss Mary O'Mahoney, 
chief of the college fire brigade, es- 
zaped, fleeing across the campus clad 
only in their night clothing. 

While Miss O'Mahoney 
the girls about the campus, 
director of halls and 
,and instructor in fire | 
drills, returned to the dormitory, | 
rapping at each room until she was | 
satistied all had fled. Returning she 
had both hands badly lacerated in 
groping through the smoke filled halls 
to the open air. 

Obtaining dresses of many sizes and | 
styles at nearby houses the students | 
returned to the burning building, 
formed a long line and began a spec- 
tacular fight to save a part of the hall | 
of equipment. Miss Mary Smith, 
secretary to the dean, braved a rain 
of burning embers to reach the execu- 
tilve offices on the first floor, saving 
the dean’s records, the only docu-! 
ments rescued from the flames. 

Others ran to the rear of the build- 
ing and took from the library the en- 
tire set of works on psychology. A 
statue of Harriet-Martineau, which the 
students annually scrub with cere- 
mony in May, was demolished before 
the squads of rescuers could carry it 
out of danger. 

While the girls worked to save the 
contents of the building, Mrs. Henry 
widow of the founder of 
the college, watchag.the progress of 
the flames from a wheel chair. She 
had ordered a servant to take her to 
the scene of the fire as soon as she 
heard the college building was ablaze. 

The fire started in the chemical 
laboratory on the fourth floor of the 
left wing and is believed to have been 
caused by spontaneous combustion. 
It was first noticed when two of the 
students, Virginia Moffatt and Char- 
lotte Donnell, notified William Morti- 
mer, the janitor. 

Mortimer sounded the college alarm, 
and the flight from the dormitories be- 
gan, the girls running from their 
rooms at the first cry of danger. No 
one tried to save personal effects and 
few attempted to dress. 

The big experimental room, the 
administrative offices, the old chapel 
and library were destroyed. The 
building was assessed at $587,000, 
while the furnishings and equipment 
Few 
of the rare and valuable oil paintings 
and marble statuary were saved. 

Nearly all the girls lost their per- 
senal property and the majority of 
them all available money. A large 
number had safety deposit boxes in 
banks for surplus money and jewels. 

President Ellen F. Pendleton said 
all the students had been dismissed, 
and the faculty will make an effort 
to have the college reopen on April 
10, which is the beginning of the 
spring term. 

The erection of the structure start- 
ed in i871, and it was opened in 1875. 
The cost is said to have been about 
$1,000,000, which included the struc- 
ture and its first furnishings. It is very 
difficult to estimate offhand the value 
of the library, paintings, statues and

Discussing the fire drill which re- 
sulted in all getting safely out of the 
burning building, Miss Davis said the 
system is efficient and the girls were 
cool and courageous. 

“It could not be otherwise.” she 
declared. “The first rolleall developed 
the fact that eight were missing. 
These were mostly members of the 
faculty who sometimes dodge fire 
drills, but they were soon routed out. 
1 was the last to leave the building.”

Efforts of the New Board of 
He: ith Misunderstood 


There seems to have been some 
misunderstanding in regard to the 
! Board of Health, and an investigation 
of what the board has been trying to 
do bears out the fact that there 
Was no ground for the claim of dis- 
cord. 

When the present board took office, 
it started in to investigate a number 
of things that had been brought to 
its attention, and an effort was made 
to put the department in a condition 
where it would not make money per- 
haps, but would not be losing money. 
In carrying out this idea it seemed 
advisable io do away with a foreman 
and have the chairman of the Board 
look into matters. Chairman Murray 
could not well afford to give all the 
time necessary to investigate the 
many matters that are constantly 
being brought to its attention but 
acreed to follow up the complaints by 
a personal investigation. The Board 
then voted to allow him $16 a®veek 
fer this work which was a saving of 
$5 a week over what had been paid 
the foreman. and better results were 
being obtained. The City Charter 

as consulted and nothing was found 
that prohibited this arrangement and 
it was made. 

It began to be rumored about, how- 
ever, that there was some discord and 
the result was that after this week 
there will be a foreman. 

The compensation of the chairman 
is not such that any man could rea- 
sonably be expected to give his whole 
time to the Cuties of the office, which 
a man should do in order to do the 
work as it should be done. 

In this connection it is only neces- 
sary to auote one’item that has been 
cleared up. Some time ago the board 
agreed to remove ashes from cellars 
for 5 cents a barrel. Investigation 
by Mr. Murray has shown that in a 
number of cases it has eost the de- 
partment twenty cents to remove a 
barrel of ashes from a cellar, for 
which the board received but five 
cents, so that it was a losing propo- 
sition. In regard to this the board 
has now decided that the rate for re- 
moving a barrel of ashes shall be 
71-2 cents a barrel. An other de- 
partment that has been investigated 
by Mr. Murray is the sale of garbage, 
as well as the matter of cesspools 
and vaults, and he has found that the 
board has been losing money, when by 
a little System these departments 
could be made to at least pay expens- 
es. The kick, however, over his 
drawing two salaries will result for 
the present at least in checking these 
investigations. 

At the present time the Board of 
Health is practically the only depart- 
ment in the city which does not have 
a permanent head. That isa member 
who gives his whole time to the duties 
of the office. 

From an investigation of what has 
heen done during the past few weeks, 
it would seem advisable that the ordi- 
nenee should be changed so that the 
chairman of the Board should be 
paid 2 compensation sufficient to per- 
mit his giving his whole time to the 
duties of the office. 

While Mr. Murray will not person- 
ally bring up the matter, owing to 
the agitation of the past few days, it 
is not among the improbabilities that 
a move will be made socn to make the 
ehairman of.the board a permanent 
officer with a salary sufficient to per- 
mit his giving his whole time to the

PLOT AT 
BODY SNATCHING 


Suspicious Men Seen at Mt. 
Wollaston Cemetery 


It became known this morning that 
the police, through a strict patrol of 
Mt. Wolldston cemetery and the in- 
stallation of a guard, prevented the 
carrying out of what is thought to 
have been a body snatching plot on 
Tuesday night. Although the heavy 
fog which shrouded “the City of 
the Dead” would have partially con- 
cealed the men said to have been im- 
Plicated they failed to put in an ap- 
pearance. 

The attention of the police was first

How to Make a Kitchen Garden. 

KITCHEN garden on a sunny 
window sill is a convenience 

and a delight. It is delightful 

to work over and Jook at, and 

the bits of fresh green thut can be 
gathered in it give flavor and character 
to muny soups, saluds und sauces. ° 

The garden cun be planted in a 
shallow wouden box or else in flower 
nots. It is easier to manage in the 
box—su far as watering and moving 
it are concerned. But if it is planted 
{n several pots all parts of it can be 
given the full advantage of the sun. 

The tirst thing to plant is parsley. 
It tukes a long time to germinate, but 
when once it begins to grow it grows 
surely and steadily, and a single six 
inch pot filled with parsley will give a 
supp!y for months. 

Soak the seeds—which should be 
bought of a reliable nurseryman—for 
twenty-four hours in tepid water. They 
sprout much more quickly if treated i@ 
this way. Then spread them on a blot 
ter to absorb the supertivens water 


aud fhen mix them with a little dry , 


sand so that they can be easily ban- 
dled 

Have a pot full to the top of rich 
earth, sprinkle the sand and seeds 
over it. sprinkle on a-little more earth 
mixed with sand, sprinkle with water 
and stand in the sun. Keep the earth 
slightly moist until the seeds come up 


Do not soak it as this might rot the: 


seeds. The sandy top soil keeps the 
earth from caking when the sun is hot 
and so breaking off the tops of the lit 
tle plants. 

The earth in the pots should always 
be almost level with the top of the 
pots so that the rim then will not 
cast a shadow on the earth near the 
edges. Of course if a single plant is 
in the pot in the center the eartA may 
be an inch below the top of the pot. 
as the shadow around the edges will 
not fall on any growing thing. 

Onion seeds can be planted in a rath- 
er deep bos filled with very rich, black 
earth. These are delicious for cutting 
when they are no bigger than a small 
radish, to give flavor to salads.

How to Have a Cheap and Beautiful

There is no garden flow- 
er that will yield such results as the 


gladiolus if given a small amount of, 


care, 

It is rarely troubled with insects. 
Which fs a great aid to amateurs. Then 
the blooming season covers a long 
period of time If the bulbs are planted 
at different times through the spring. 

You can plant them almost any 
place in the garden. Of course in fall 
they must be taken up. They make 
attractive blooms for cutting purposes. 
A jardiniere of these flowers is truly 
gorgeous. 

They have the advantage of many 
flowers in that they keep well for four 
or five days after being cut. All that 
is necessury to keep them in good con- 
dition is to change the water occasion- 
ally. 

Gladioli thrive best in a sandy soil. 
Place the bulb in a hole five inches 
deep and space the bulbs four inches 
apart each way. This deep planting 
prevents the wind blowing them over. 
They do well if the soil about them is 
joosened up from time to time during 
the suniuner 

If you are planting them merely for 
garden de oration plant them here and 
there: it makes no difference where. 
Of course a few bulbs in a clump is 
Always better taste, beenuse it gives a 
Mass of color, which is ‘prettier than 
hiugle specimens, which merely make a 
dot of color. Planted in straight rows 
they are easier to cultivate,.but not so 
graceful. 

It is an excellent idea*to plant the 
bulbs fifteen days apart, commencing

“The pussenger on a railroad train 
when he has his ti¢ket punched proba- 
bly does not know -that the punch 
mark used by thé conductor is one of 
17,000 different designs remarked 
Frank E. Brown, an old time railroad 
man. “On the big railroads there are 
no two punches that have marks de- 
signed alike, and the interstate coin- 
merce commission by examining the 
punch mark can trace the ticket puneh- 
ed to the conductor, train and roxd

him.

Punch, punch, punch with care, . 
Punch in the presence of the passengaire. 

“In the old days the railroads—that 
was before the days of the interstate

| used, but today it is different. Every 
| punch is registered, and every mark is 
| different.”’—Washington Post. 

Fire Beds. 

In fall, winter and spring, when the 
nights are very cold on the desert, 
prospectors, adventurers and all others 
who have occasion to sleep in the opeu 
gon the “fire bed” a feature of outdoor 

raft which will enable them to sleep 
‘in comfort on a cold night. To make a 
fire bed a trench is dug in the sand six 
jor seven inches in depth, about three 
feet wide and six feet long. The sides 
| of this pit are banked up with the sand 


rendy for the fire, which is built ex- 
tending the full length of the pit. so 


jat the sides and the bottom of the pit. 
When the sand has been sufficiently 
heated the Inrge. blazing sticks are 
thrown out, leaving all of the live coals 
in the pit; these are covered with about 
| four inches of sand. This bed will re- 
tain the heat all night, and all that is 
left to be done is for the sleep seeker 
to lie down avd wrap himself in a 
blanket, if he has one, and go to sleep 
. in comfort.—Independent.

Restoring Crape. 


To restore a crape veil place a folded ; 


sheet on a table and to it pin the veil 
earefully and straight; do not stretch 
it a particle. Dissolve one teaspoonful 
of granulated sugar in one pint of boil- 
ing water; wet a clean cloth with this 
and lay it lightly on the crape. Have 
an iron very hot; go over the wet cloth 
as though ironing it, but do not let the 
| iron touch it; continue until the cloth 
is nearly dry. Then wet the cloth again 
|and continue the same process until 
the entire veil has been gone over. The 
ernpe will be full of deep crinkles and 
as crisp as new, no matter how old and 
flat it was when you began. Small 
| pieces of crape for trimming can be re- 
|}newed in the same way. The crape 
should be shaken’ and brushed to re- 
move all traces of dust before starting 
the restoring process.—New York Sun.

Clare Howard in “The English Trav- 
ie ers of the Menaissance” tells us that

The term “grand tour,’’ Miss Howard 
tells us, was used for the first time ‘by 
Richard Lassels in 1670 in an English 
book for travelers entitled “The Grand 
Tour of France and the Giro of Italy.” 
She traces the causes involved in the 
decadence of the grand tour, to which 
the decline of the courtier and the 
foundation of chairs of modern history 
and modern lunguages at Oxford and 
Cambridge contributed.

in three words—washing and gossip.—

WITHHOLDING AGENTS. 


Withholding agents, or for instance 
employers, who pay a salary to an em- 
ployee of more than $3,000 if a single 
man, must pay the tax of one percent | 
unles the employee files a certificate, 
in which case the tax is paid by the 
employee. In other words the tax 
must be paid at its source unless a 
certificate is filed. 

A tennant who pays a rent of $3,000 
is a withholding agent. These certi- 
ficates may be filed any time thirty 
days before March 1, 1915, otherwise 
the withholding agent is responsible 
for the tax. These agents must file a 
{return at the end of the year, setting 
all exemptions made and the 
certificates.

In these times 
of high cost meat, the family that ob- 
serves Lent according to the older 
ideas will gain not merely the bene- 
fits that come from self discipline, but 
may learn that one can do very well 
on substitutes for meat. 

The constant improvement of refrig- 
erating and transportation facilities 
make fish, oysters, and other sea 
foods more generally available than 
formerly. But comparatively few fam- 
ilies cook fish nicely. Too often it is 
merly dried in the frying pan, a loath- 
ly object. At seashore hotels where 
these arts are studied, appetizing

«ession of fish food is usually popular. 

No doubt there are still left a good 
many people who modify their diet a 
eeod deal during this period of fasting. 
Let no one deride their abstinence if 
they find it helpful. Any form of selt 
control makes one more truly the 
master of his own life, and it reduces 
the sway of the fleshly instincts which 
so often are 2 foe to human useful- 
ness and ambition.

The news of the federals’ de- 
feat was contained in a dispatch from 
Villa himself, and is the only dis- 
patch which has come here from the 


south, prohibition having been placed | 
}on the transmission of news. 


The dispatch was sent to General 
Chao, military governor of the state 
of Chihuahua. 

Villa reported that the advance 
guard, under command of General An- 
#eles, left Yermo at an early hour in 
the morning, making the forty-three 
Mile journey to Bermejillo by train. 
When three miles from Kermejillo the 
federals Opened fire, upon which the 
constitutionalists, forming into three 
divisions, advanced cn the village 
on three sides. Sharp fighting fol- 


lowed, but in an hour the federals 
retreated south and Angeles’ army 
entered Bermejillo. 

The bodies of 106 federals were 


found in the streets and three wound- 
ed men were taken prisoners. An- 
geles lost one officer and two soldiers. 
Villa concluded his dispatch by say- 
ing the encounter would not delay his 
advance one minute and that his army 
is moving again to the south. 

All accounts agree so far in praising 
the precision and thoroughness with 
which the rebel army is carrying out 
its movements and remark on the skill

Mr. Daniels 
said there were numerous reasons 
why, in his opinion, the government 
yards turned out better work, one be- 
ing the pride of the men in their work, 
and the rivalry between the yards. 

Mr. Daniels said he was trying to 
solve the wage problem for navy 
yards, but was trying to do this by 
some other means than through the 
wage board method of adjustment. 
The matter had been taken up, he 
|said, by the navy department, upon 
his initiative, with the secretary of 
the department of labor, and there 
were now two naval engineers con- 
sidering the question of overhead 
charges, many of which in the yards, 
he said, were assessed improperly 
against vessels built in the yards. 
Some of these charges, he thought, 
‘should be levied against maintenance 
instead of against construction. 

Mr. Daniels thought it would be a 
mistake for Congress to embark on 
the work of fixing wages of navy 
yard laborers. He thought wages 
should be sufficiently high to remun- 
erate navy yard workmen and to at- 
tract a high class of workers.

BATTLE RAGING 
NEAR TORREON 


Villa’s Troops Reported Re- 


| pulsed ‘tn’ First Encounter 
‘TEDERALS WELL INTRENCHED 


Position on Mountain Slopes Shelled 
at Opening of Engagement—Official 
Report That Benton Was Stabbed 
to Death—Americans Fire on and 
Rout Squad of Mexican Troops 


Juarez, Mex., March 24.—The 
rebels were repulsed in the first at- 
tack on Torreon. Villa rushed his 
entire force to aid Ortega. 

The battle of Torreon opened yes- 
terday afternoon, according to an of- 
ticial dispatch received here by Gen- 
eral Che2o, military governor of the 
state of Chihuahua, and signed by 
General Villa. : 

“] have just begun attack on Go- 
mez Palacio and will take it tonight,” 
was the substance of the message. It 
was filed at El Verjel, a village five 
miles north of Gomez Palacio. The 


latter city is a suburb of Torreon, 
Villa cecupied Lerdo, a nearby 
manufacturing city, earlier in the 
day. 


Gomez Palacio, a railroad centre of 
importance, lies on a plain, but it is 
commanded by a mountain called Cer- 
ro La Pila. The heights, according 
to recent reports, were fortified by 
+the federals, and it.is assumed that 
Villa’s attack opened with a shelling 
of the federal position on its rugged 
slopes. 


MEXICANS MAKE A MISTAKE 


Fare Badly After Shooting Horses of 
United States Cavalrymen 

Eagle Pass., Tex., March 24.— 
American soldiers and Mexican feder- 
als engaged in a short, sharp battle 
at McGee Crossing, thy#® miles above 
Del Rio on the Rio Grande, in which 
several federal soldiers were killed. 

The federals, 300 strong, were at- 
tempting to pursue a defeated con- 
ftitutionalist force which was escap- 
ing to the United States and safety, 
when’ they met the resistance at the 
hands of the border patrol of United 
States cavalry, fifteen men, com- 
manded by Captain Winterburn. 

When three horses held by Amert- 
can troopers had been shot down, the 
troops returned the fire, which lasted 
;for about ten minutes before the 
Mexicans withdrew, carrying with 
‘them the dead and injured. How 
many were killed is not known. No 
American was injured.

Clarke, here, caused orders for all 
@vailable cavalry of the border patrol 
to. proceed to Del Rio. 

The clash across the international

GRADE CROSSING 
~ ASSESSMENTS 


Among the many important matters 
passed by the legislature and ap- 
proved by the Governor is the new 
law relative to the rate of interest 
paid by cities and towns on money 
advanced by the state for the aboli- 
tion of grade crossings. The law as 
amended strikes out the rate 4 
cent and states that the rate of in- 
terest shall be fixed by the auditor of 
the commonwealth as approximately 
that paid on the last money borrowed 
by the state for the abolitions. This 
probably means if the state pays less 
than 4 per cent the cities and towns 
pay less, but if the state pays more 
then the cities and towns will have to 
pay more. The exact rate of inter- 
est therefore can not be known until 
the state borrows the money in the 
\first instance. 

The amendment also provides for 
the appointment of an auditor by the 
court, who shall be a_ disinterested 
person and not a resident of the town 
| where the crossing is being abolished, 
the duties of this auditor being to ex- 
amine all accounts of expense of rail- 
foads in abolishing crossings and for 
damages for land taken, unless all 
parties at interest in the abolition

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CONFIDENCE IN 
‘THE CABINET 


“Asquith Ministry W Not to Blame 
For Great Turmoil 


WAR SEGRETARY SEELY QUITS 


Asquith Refuses to Accept After Seely 
Says He Inadvertently Misled Cabi- 
net With Honest Intent—Introduc- 
tion of New Political Force to 
Thwart Will of Parliament 


London, March 26.—The Asquith 
Ministry came back into popularity 
after an exciting series of incidents in 
the house of commons. 

After a confession by Secretary of 
War Seely that he alone was re- 
sponsible for the “backdown” before 


j the army officers which put the minis- 


try into such a humiliating position, 
and a warning by Premier Asquith 
that no dictation from the army would 
be tolerated, the government was sus- 
tained qn the motion on which the 
debate was conducted by a vote of 
314 to 222. This majority of ninety- 
two wag the largest the government 
has received since the home rule bill 
was inaugurated. 

The admission by Seely of his 
blunder. showed that he alone was re- 
sponsible for the “guarantee” by 
which the resigning officers were as- 
sured that “they would not be used to 
coerce Ulster.” It was this “guar- 
antee” which shocked the country. 

‘The feeling is that the home mae 
bill will now be pushed with even 
greater vigor than before, aud with- 
out any concessions whatever to the 
Ulster Unionists. 

The resignation of Colonel Seely as 
minister of war was announced on 
the floor. Asquith refused to accept 
Seely’s resignation. 

After what he called the sympa- 
thetic reception by the house of com- 
mons of the secretary of war’s ex- 
planation of his action regarding the 
army officers in Ireland the premier 
decided that he would not sacrifice his 
lieutenant. 

Cheering greeted the statement of 
Asquith that the government woul 
not submit to the dictation of army 
officers. 

Seely heatedly declared suggestions 
that King George had interfered in 
any way in the situation growing out 
of the refusal of army officers to serve 
in Ulster were without the slightest 
foundation. Asquith placed the blame 
for the entire crisis ‘on Seely and the 
war secretary publicly accepted full! 
responsibility. 
Churchill admitted when questioned 
that a squadron of battleships had 
been ordered to the Irish coast be- 
cause of possible disturbances, but 
was later recalled. 
The chamber was then thrown into 
an uproar when L. E. Amery asked 
Churchill if he had not hoped that his 
precautionary measures would lead 
to bloodshed.” 
“I repudiate this hellish insinua- 
tion,’’ shouted Churchill as he ad- 
vanced toward Amery. 
Churchill was rebuked for what the 
speaker termed his “unparliamentary 
language.” 
Members were on their feet shak- 
ing their fists and rallying to the sup- 
port of Amery or Churchill before or- 
der wag restored. ’ 
Following the announcement of his 
resignation, Seely sought to relieve 
the cabinet of all responsibility for 
the surrender of the government to 
the army officers. He exonerated Gen- 
eral Paget, Sir John French, the war 
council and the cabinet, assuming the 
entire responsibility. He declared he 
had inadvertely misled the cabinet 
with honest intent by adding the army 
instructions to the cabinet document 
without knowing it was final. 

Assuming that he acted on his in- 
itiative in telling British army officers 
that they need not obey the order of a 
superior if in their judgment he com- 
mands them to do an unreasonable 
act, British public opinion has not 
been slow to demand the secretary’s 


unfit to head a military organization. 

Disinterested students of the sit- 
uation are forced to the conclusion 
that the British army has received a 
blow from which it can hardly recover 
short of radical reorganization. 

The fact that the king, while he did 
not take the initiative, backed the 
army to a certain extent, in its defi- 
ance of the existing government, and 
that the officers who have mutinied are 
for the most part Protestants and 
Unionists, introduces a new political 
force in Great Britain whose use to 
thwart the will of the regularly elect- 
ed parliament of the people has fired 
popular indignation. ~

people want two battleships 
built yearly, others want four, while 
some Wish none at all. Yet all these 
diverging points of view should agree 
in this, that our military forces should 
be organized with the efficiency of a 
private corporation, and so systemati- 
cally that they could fight at the tra- 
ditional drop of a hat. 

During the few days that the Ben- 
ton incident seemed to reach the pro- 
portions of a real war-cloud, many 
citizens were anxiously asking what 
our army could do if called on to act 
in a hurry. 

Over in England some years ago a 
government was turned out of power 
merely because it allowed the supply 
of ammunition to get low. In this 
country, one questions whether a 
single clerk would lose his job on 
that account. The public is not much 
concerned over military affairs. What 
it principally wants is to get an army 
post located near by, where the sold- 
iers will buy groceries and fodder, 
and help boom local trade. 

At the army posts life goes on 
sleepily enough. Baby carts are a 
more familiar sight than gun car- 
riages, The soldiers practise the art 
of war, when they aren't mowing 
the lawns, repairing the walks, or 
listening to the military band. A fine 
type of suburban village is built up, 
and a graceful and refined social life 
exists. But is it preparation for 
war? 4 

American citizens have reason for 
pride in the development of the navy. 
Where only three per cent of the 
shots took effect at Santiago, in re- 
cent practice as many as 45 per cent! 
have been hits. But the army life 
is less spectacular. Efficiency here 
does not interest the people so much, 
and they do not demand it so strenu- 
ously.

SHALL THE ARMY 
RULE ENGLAND? 


Question Still Uppermost In 
Mind of British Public 


ASSURANCES GIVEN TO GOUGH 


They Lead to Reaih aioe of Field 
Marshal French and Adjutant Ewart 
—Downfall of Asquith Cabinet Be- 
lieved to Have Been Only Tempora- 
rily Averted—Generals In Council 


London, March 27 
Sir John French and General John S. 
his adjutant, have resigned 
their positions on the army staff. 

As members of the war. council, 
French and Ewart signed the “Gough 
treaty’ with War Secretary Seely. 
The repudiation of the assurances 
given Gough that the Irish officers 
would not be expected to serve 
against Ulster led to their resigna- 
tions. The two generals, it is said, 
were led to believe that the two para- 
graphs repudiated in the house of 
commons by Asquith had been ap- 
proved by the cabinet. 

French served with great distinc- 
tion, in the British army since 1874. 

Much comment was aroused by a 
conference at the war office of all the 
principal commanding generals of the ' 
British army. Colonel Seely and 
Winston S. Churchill, first lord of the 
admiralty, also had a long conference 
with Premier Asquith. 

The atmosphere is far from cleared. 
The question is still, “Shall the army 
Tule England?” Asquith’s belated 
repudiation of the “fough treaty” in 
the commons only temporarily averts 
the downfall of his cabinet. Many 
Liberals regard the retention of War 
Minister Seely as a most. serious 
blunder. 

The premier repudiated his action 
in temporizing with the officers sta- 
tioned in Ireland but in failing to ac- 
cept Seely’s resignation his opponents 
believe Asquith placed the govern- 
ment in a position from which it will 
not be able to emerge without dis- 
ruption. : 

It is declared the officers-of the Irish 
commands will never consent to fight 
Ulster. Gough stated his position in 
an interview: 

“We have a guarantee signed by the | 
army council which the premier can- 
not repudiate without overthrowing 
the council. We will hold the coun- 
cil to its promise but if the premier 
stands by his statement I fear the en- | 
tire question may be reopened.” 

In all opposition quarters, as well 
as among the Laborites, Socialists 
and Nationalists, it is emphatically de- 


'clred that the fight is far from conclu- | 


sion. Rising out of the struggle will | 
be the drawing of a clear line between 

the aristocratic and democratic fac- | 
tions.

House Passes Suffrage Amend- 
ment by Large Majority 


Boston, March 27.—By a rollecall 
vote of 168 to 39 the woman's suffrage 
amendment passed the house amid 
loud applause from the galleries, 
where hundreds of women were as- 
sembled. 

The measure now goes to Governor 
Walsh. This is the first time in 
twenty years that it has passed the 
Massachusetts legislature. The de- 
bate lated four hours. 

‘The measure must now go to next 
year’s legislature, and if passed, goes 
to the people in the form of a refer- 
endum. 

After the victory in the house the 
Suffragists hurried to Copley square 
for a suffrage parade, which ended in 
a jollitication celebration last night.

Committee’s Appropriation For This 
Year Reaches Total of $5,900,000 
Boston, Mareh 27.—The annual 

school budget, which this year totals 
$5,900,000, was passed by the schoo! 
committee last night at a _ special 
meeting held to consider the annual 
appropriations. 

Under the legislative acts of 1907 
the school committee appropriated 
$500,000 for new buildings, sites, 
yards, ete. For this same purpose 
they also passed an appropriation for 
$295,417 as authorized under the act 
of 1913.

Charles W, Hass of South 
Weymouth Dead 


Charles W. Hastings of SouthgWey- 
mouth, a man widely known among 
the Grand Army men throughout the 
state, passed away at his home in 
South Weymouth Thursday night aged 
83 years. Capt. Hastings was, borr in 
Schenectady, N. Y., January 19, 1831. 
He came to Boston at the age of 16 
years and was employed as a _ office 
boy in the stereoptying department of 
Dickerson & Co. Later he 
worked at railroading and in 1852 he 
went to Weymouth and found em- 
ployment in a shoe’ 
where he remained until 1861. 

He was elected to the state legis- 
lature in the fall of 1860, but resigned 
at the breaking out of the war and 
enlisted April 5, 1861 in Co. H, 12th 
Mass.

Quincy, March 27, 1914. 

Because of the apparent misunder- 
standing as to the enforcement of 
regulation 65 it was not intended that

The loss of life in the heavy fight- 
ing, which began March 22, has been | 
heavier than in all the other battles 
of the revolution. { 

It is estimated that at least | 
rebels have fallen, and the federal! 
loss is believed to be as great, if not 
more so. 

The Zaragoza brigade, which went 
into the fighting 1300 strong, is re- 
ported to have lost 25 percent of its | 
men. The Durango veterans, under 
Herrera, which shared with the Zara- 
goza brigade in the brunt of the work, | 
has lost almost as heavily. When 
Herrera made the charge into the} 
, Southern outskirts of Torreon, which 
|gave the rebels the first foothold in} 
the city itself, he lost more than 100 | 
| men in that one engagement. He re- | 
ports that 800 federals were killed. 
| Villa received reports that federal | 
reinforcements are approaching east- 
ward from Coahuila, and detached a 
force to patrol the road and intercept | 
them.

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CITY MAN AS A 
PRIZE FARMER 


——_—— 


Unusual Story of Success In 
Spite Handicaps, 


_—__ 


STARTED TO LEARN AT 57. 


Knew Absolutely Nothing About Ag- 
riculture, but Persevered and’ Won 
Out—Relates His Experience to Point 
Out the Compensations of Life In 
the Country. 


George A. Cosgrove of the Connecti- 
cut state bourd of agriculture, speak- 
ing at Colunibia university, New York, 
in the course of the institute for city 
dwelling farmers, told of his experi- 
ences in breaking away from the city 
at the age of fifty-seven years and es- 
tablishing himself successfully in the 
country. 

“It was the panic of 1893 that closed 
ithe factory in which I was working 
as shipping clerk, and that sent me out 
on a farm,” he said. “I saw an attrac- 
tive advertisement in the paper, fol- 
lowed it up in March, came back to 
my family in Brooklyn disgusted with 
the look of the farm in March weather. 
I looked about in vain until Septem- 
ber, when I returned to see again that 
frst farm. The floor of the orchard 
was covered with its carpet of apples. 
and the weuther was beautiful. We 
bought eagerly. then what we would 
not have taken as a gift in rainy. sog- 
gy March. That was twenty years ago 
and not an hour have We regretted our 
purchase. 

Handicapped From Every Viewpoint. 

“IT was city born and bred, in very 
poor health, fifty-seven years old, with 
a family of wife and two granddaugh- 
ters. None of us had ever milked a 
cow, nor did we knew anything about 
the commonest farm activities. We 
bought three milk cows, seventeen | 
mongrel bred chickens and two half 
grown pigs. While I was yet in the 
city I had tried to practice milking in 
jiny imagination as I went home from 
tiny work. 

“Strange as it may seem, my wife. 
who had never made a pound of: butter 
before in her life. was an instant suc- 
cess aS a butter mi&ker. Onr product 
soon achieved a reputation of its own, 
und, though we'raised the price 5 cents 
nu pound above the ruling rate. we did 
not lose a customer. 

“Soon I found that for labor 
capital invested our hens were paying 
au far larger profit than the cows and 
so sold one, getting from the two re- | 
maining our cream and butter and 
utilizing the skimmilk for pigs and 
chickens. So we enlurged our poultry 
plant from year to year in a conservi- 
tive and perfectly safe way. a* method 
of development that recommends it- 
self strongly, to my mind. 

Getting the Most of Farm Life. 

“We did not sell any of our apples. 
There was an abundance of apples in 
the locality, but net a single commer- 
cial orchard. In our orchard were 
three or four trees of many varieties, 
thus making it unsuited to commercial 
orcharding. We made our extra ap- 
ples into cider and vinegar. We had 
un excellent garden. the exception on 
most farms, and from it and berries 
picked up many dollars from neigh- 
| boring farmers, who might quite as 
) easily have grown their own truck and 
fruit. 

We did not try to get rich, nor did 
we stint ourselves of any needed com- 
fort. Nearly every year we afforded 
ourselves a luxury of life in “having 
our friends visit us—an item that with- 
{out the abundance of the country 
would not have been an unalloyed joy. 
I think the largest amount we ever 
saved in a single month was $100. The 
greatest success was regained health, 
but. in addition, there were mental 
growth for self and family. a broader 
outlook on life and an added independ- 
ence of character. 

“It seems to me that a man could 
hardly have gone into the country 
worse. handicapped thun I was on 
going: without experience, without 
youth, with little capital and with lit- 
tle health. Yet we have ‘retired’ now 
from farm life! We are taking life 
‘easy’ in the village hard by.” 


AN INCOME TAX TEST CASE.

| privilege is ngt allowed to individuals, 
their bill says. 

While the Dodge brothers appear as 
jthe only plaintiffs in the suit, it is un- 
derstood that the case ‘is a test suit 
{hn which all the automobile industry 
|is concerned. 

The Dodge bill does not contest the 
| -onstitutionality of an income tax as 


j such, but attacks the provisions of the 
present law. which. it is contended.

150,000-YEAR-OLD MAN 
AMAZES ANTHROPOLOGISTS 


Remarkable Skeleton Found With 
Mammoth Fossils In East Africa. 


Details about a remarkable human 
skeleton found in East Africa ure con- 
| tained in a dispateh from Berlin to the 

London Times, whieh says: 

“Dr. Hans Reck of the Geological 
institute of Berlin university discover. 
ed at Oldoway, in North German East 
Africa a human skeleton which for the 
anthropologist seems to be of the first 

| importance. 

| “The remains were found with mam 
moth fossils, of which one is a tooth 
ten feet five inches long, and when 
these are compared with fossils it will 
be possible to determine the man’s 
uge. 

' “At present all that Dr. Reck can 
say is that the man is, roughly, 150,-

Vian period of Africa, which synchro- 
nizes with the ice period of northern 
Europe.

Wilson Says Tt Oppe Onposes Subsidy 
and Declares For Exemption 


DEMOCRATS’ DUTY IS CLEAR 


Should Not Hesitate to Vote For Re- 
peal of Panama Tolls Exemption, 
According to President, Who Says 
We Must Act In Good Faith To- 
ward the Rest of the World 


Washington, March 31.—President 
Wilson declared that on account of 


the contradictory statements in the | 


Haltimore platform, Democrats shoul 
have no hesitation in voting for the re- 
peal of the Panama canal tolls exemp- 
tion. The president emphatically 
characterized the exemption as a sub- 
sidy and pointed out that one plant 
in the Baltimore platform expressed 
opposition to any subsi direct or 
indirect, while another plank de- 
clared for tolls exemption. 

The president asserted there shoul 
be no doubt among Democrats as to 
which should take precedence. The 
president reiterated that the exemp- 


tion never was a policy of the Dem-j} 


ocratic house, 
through a coalition of Republicans 
and a minority of Democrats, the ma- 
jority of Democrats voting against it 
on the ground that it was a subsidy. 

The president explained that even 
if the international situation to which 
he referred in his message had noi 
arisen exemption was against Demo- 
cratic doctrine. tut he indicated, 


however, that if it were not for the: 


international situation he did not fee! 
that it would have been proper for 
him to question the acts of a previous 
administration. 

Wilson talked 
the tolls controversy in congress, 
saving that the story that he had en- 
tered into a bargain with Great Brit- 


ain wes one of a number of insults ! 
that had been introduced in the con- | 


eressional debate. The president 
declared he wanted to express his re- 
gret that what had promised to be a 
dignified contest, with genuine differ- | 
ences of opinion seemed to be degen- 
erating, in his opinion, into an at- 
tempt to discredit the administration. 

Mr. Wilson let it be known that he 
Was unqualifiedly opposed to any 
compromise or amendments such as 
have been proposed in the senate. He 
is for a straight repeal without 
equivocation. 

Mr. Wilson is being questioned re- 
peatediy as to the 
celebrated phrase in his 
canal tolls message in whien, asking 

port of the foreign policy of the 
administration, he says: “I shall not 
know how to deal with other matters 
of even greater delicacy and nearer 
conseauences if you do not grant it to 
me in ungrudging measure.” 

To all inquirers the president re- 
plies that he takes his stand upon 
the broad fact that while honest 
differences of opinion as to the prop- 
er constriction of the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty exists in the United 
States, the opinion of all the rest of 
the world is unanimous that we would 
act in bad faith if we allowed Ameri- 
can ships free passage through the 
canal.

Few realize just what the United 
States fish commission is doing for the 
American people, and the government 
is now preparing the construction of 
an aquarium, and, in connection with 
it, the hatchery in which the various 
stages of development from the spawn 
to the full sized fish will be shown. 

It is the fish commission, explains 
the New York Poet, that keeps the 
streams and lakes stocked with the 
edible fishes, and by scientifie breeding 
prevents the extinction of species. The 

| spawn are hatched in numbers ranging 
into the billions, yet despite the re 
markable care with which they are 
| handled only a small percentage of 
these ever attain maturity. Large cans 
of the eggs and the hatched fish are 
transported from the hatcheries to the 
streams and must be fed with air ev- 
ery few moments. This requires con- 
stant care and exceptional knowledge 
Big Gun Practice.
